NOTICE OF NON-RESPONSIVE AMENDMENT 

Applicant's response filed August 14, 2007 to the Requirement for Restriction/Election dated April 6, 2007, has been received and 
entered into the present application. Applicant's election of "drugs for the treatment of ARMD (age related macular degeneration)" as 
the single disclosed specie of pharmaceutical ly active agent is acknowledged. 

It is noted, however, that Applicant has failed to satisfy the requirements set forth at pages 2-3 of the previous Office Action dated 
April 6, 2007 for electing a SINGLE DISCLOSED SPECIE of pharmaceutically active agent to be delivered to the eye for 
examination on the merits. Applicant's election of "drugs for the treatment of age related macular degeneration" circumscribes a 
genus of compounds not limited to a single disclosed chemical entity. Accordingly, Applicant's failure to elect a single chemical 
entity of drug for the treatment of age related macular degeneration for examination on the merits renders the instant response non- 
compliant. In response to this notice, Applicant is advised that a proper reply will set forth the SINGLE DISCLOSED SPECIE of 
pharmaceutically active agent to which examination on the merits will be restricted. For example, election of the compound "timolol" 
would constitute a proper election of a single disclosed specie for examination; however, election of "drugs for the treatment of 
glaucoma" is NOT a proper reply. Applicant is further advised that the response will again be held non-compliant should Applicant 
elect a genus of compounds for examination on the merits. 

A telephone call was made on Tuesday, October 16, 2007, to clarify the election, but was unsuccessful in reaching Applicant's 
representative.
